ver ſo plentiful in its produttion of thoſe ll Effefts, as it hath been in+his laſk Age ;, tn 
which it hath medualths vile and abominable, that curſed blaſphemous Seft of Quakers ; 
who have not only equall'd but far ont-done, not only embrac'a, but greatly improv'd 
all thoſe Errors and Hereſies, which have been broached by any, or all the Enthu- 
fiaſts of former Ages ;, as will evidently appear by the following Parallel, 
But ſome perhaps will ſay, why do you take this Method, thus ro Expoſe that 
Innocent a Harmleſs People, whom in Deriſion, you call Quakers ? 
. To this 1 anſwer, T heartily wiſh that they were ſo Innocent and Harmleſ;, as 
they would willingly be thought to be, or as ſome, being deluded Ly them, think they 
are; But upon the moſt diligent Enquiry that I can maig, I cnnrot find, that they 
bave any Title to that Charatter., If to be Prond, Haughty, ana High- Minded, 


'T Enthuſiaſm hath heretofore apeared in the World under ſeveral ſhapes, 


" if to Exalt themſelves, and Debaſe all: the reſt of Mankind, If to be Bluſe 


phemonus againſt God and Injurious to Men ;, If to deny the Lord that bought them, 
and do Deſpite to the Spirit of Grace; If 10 Vilifie and ſpeah contemptnonſly of the 
Holy Scriptures, calling them Carnal, Duſt, Death, Serpents 7eat, beaſity Ware, 
&c. If to Ridicule all Inſtituted Religion, and Spirit away all that onr Bleſſed 
Lord and Saviour Feſus Chriſt, bath either Done or Suffered for rs ;, If ro Rejelt the 
Commandments of God, and ſet up their own; If to Rend aſunder the Scamle 
Coat of Chrift Jeſus, and not only Make but Promote Fattions and Diviſions in 
the Churcy of God; If to Diſturb the Peace of all Civil Sociities, and Preach up 
the Lanfulneſs of Diſobedience ro Humane Authority, rclling People that all that 
Pretended Authority, ought to be Subjctt to their Enthuſtaltical Principle, THE 
LIGHT WITHIN, which they Cal! the AIGHER POWER. If this, and 
much more of this Kind, be to be Innocent and Harmleſs; then the Quakgrs are the 
moſt Innocent and Harmleſs People in the World, But wither it be or no, 1 think, 
netther needs, nor deſerve; ary Diſpute; and therefore I ſhall leave it as it 1s, to

ERROR and HERESIE, &c. 


Hereticks. I. Begin with Simon Magus, that great Ferefiarch, of whom the 
Holy Scriptures give us this Account : 
1, That he was a Sorcerer, and bewitch'd the People. 
2. That he gave out bimſelf to be ſome Great One. 
3. That the People from the leaſt to the greateſt gave great heed to him. 
4+ That he had ſo bewitch'd them, that they calls him the Great Power of God. 
Atts 8. verlſ. 9, 10, 11. 
' Of this Simon Magwe, Eccleſiaſtical Writers give us this further Account. 
1: That he wai a Samaritan and a Sorcerer, 
2. That he was born in a ſmall Comntry Village, call'd Gitton. 
3. That from thence he came to Samaria, and there by his Sorcery, ſo bewitched 
the People, that be perſwaded them to think, him the Great Power of Goa, : 
4+ That he ſaid it was he who upon Mount Sinai gave the Law to Moſes. That 
it was he who intime of Tiberius appeared in the Perſon of Jeſus. And that it was 
he who Fy the Feaſt of Pentecoſt ſent the Holy Ghoſt in fiery Cloven Tongues upon 
the Apoſtles. 
. That he deny'd Chriſt's Coming in the. Fleſh,- or Suffering any thing of the Jews, 
2 . That he lewd the ReſurreBlion of the ut | Ty 9 OY 
7. That being foiled by Philip and Peter at Samaria, he fled from thence, and 
went to Rome, where he ſo wrought by his Diabolical Art, that he was there had in 
great Admiration and after he had been ſome time there, the Romans eretfted a 
Statue for him upon the Bridge of Tybur, with this Inſcription : Simoni Deo San- 
&o. To Simon the. Holy God: | |

and by him foiled, where he miſerably periſhed.

Quakers, With Simon Magus, 1 ſhall compare the ſecond Moſes, as they call 
him ;.or the Great Apoſtle gf the Quakers, George Fox, whom you will find not 
only: to equal,; but in. many things to exceed that Arch-Heretick. And, ; 

x. In that Simon Xſagus was a Sorcerer and bewitch'd the People. Though 
all who have convers'd with G. F. or. read but 3 Lines of any of his Books, 
will acquit him of being a Conjurer ; yet there are ſome Inſtances which make 
it probable that the Spirit he pretended to, and by, which he was afted, was 
no good Spirit: As thoſe preternatural Shakings, - Foamings, and Swellings, 
which were uſual among them, when he firſt ſet up to make Proſelytes. But 
I ſhall give you one particular Story, as it was related to me by a Juſtice of 


Peace in Lancaſhire, Mr, John Sawra by Name, who had it from the Parties con- 


cern'd; The Story was this ; When it was thought fit for G. F. to leave off his 
Leatherg Breeches, in which he firſt appear'd, a Taylor who liv'd in the 


| Neighbourboud of Aargarer Fell, afterwards the Wife of G. F. was ſent for 


ro take meaſure of him, and, good fine Cloth, with all other Neceſfaries be- 


. ing provided, was ordered to maxe him a Suit of Cloaths, which he did; and 


when it was finiſh'd, ſent it to him by his Apprentice, to whom, after he had 
fitted the Cloaths, G. F. gave, as lie thought, a piece of Money wrap'd up'in 
a Paper, which the young Man put in his Pocket, without looking on it, and 
took his Leave; In his return to his Maſter, he was often times moy'd to re- 
turn.to G. F. again, but with much ado he overcame thoſe Motions, and came 
home to his Maſter ; and having given him an Account of what he went about, 
ſet himſelf down npon the Shop-Board to work ; but he had not ſate long 
before he had another Motion to go to G. F. again, crying out, he was a brave 
Man, and he muſt go to him ; and was ready to leap off his Shop-board, if 


. - his Maſter had not reſtrain'd him z but tho' that Reſtraint quell'd the Motion 


for the preſent, yet in a ſhort time it return'd again, and ſo it did ſeveral 
times ; till at length, his Maſter ſeeing him ſo uneafie, and ſo impatient” to 
be gone to G, F. again, began to ſuſpett that there was ſomething more than 
ordinary in it, and askd his Servant, whether G. F. had given him any thing 
he anſwer'd, yes, he gave him ſomethimg in a Paper, but what it was, he knew 
not, for he had not look'd upon it; his Maſter bid him let him ſee it, which he 
did, pulling the Paper out his Pocket ; which the Maſter ſaid, felt like 'an old 
Groat, but without opening, he threw it in the Fire; and when the Paper was 
conſum'd, they diligently fifted'the Aſhes and ſearch'd for this Piece of Money, 
but none was to be found ; however, the young Man after that was at quiet, 
and neyer deſired to teturn.to G. F. any more. Whether this doth not look 
like ſomething of Sorcery or Witchcraft, 1 leave the Reader to Judge, 
2, Hereticks, That he gave himſelf out to be ſome great One; 

-2. Oak, That G.F. did the ſame, might be made manifeſt in ſeveral Inſtan- 
ces, as his damning all the World but thoſe of his own way, &c. But I ſhall 
mention here only 2 particular Inſtances: x. That Book entituled, A Battle Door

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s, yet G. F. that he might appear to 
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| ſome Great One, arrogateth to himſelf; and tho' it conſiſt of thirty ſeveral 
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 ver'd from the World, and the World knows not'me nor my 
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Languages, of which G. F. underſtood not one Word, except that of his 
Mother Tongue, ang.that not very well ; yet doth he aſſume the Honour of ir 
to himſelf, ſubſcribing his Name to ſeveral Pages thereof. 2. A l:arned Letter 
ſent to Jeb» 111, King of Poland, which he ſubſcribed G. Fox, as if it had been 
written by himſelf, tho' it is well known he had no hand in it. To 
which may be added that vain glorious, and proud Boaſlt of his, in the Intro- 
duttion of that Book, in theſe Words, AJ Languages ro me are no more than 
Duft, who was before Languages were, &c. As allo that Expreſſion of his to- 
wards the End of the ſame Book, thus; Next follow a few words to the whole 
Matter by George Fox, who i before Confuſion and many Languages mere, &C. 
Hereupon a Story was raiſed, and for many Years paſs'd for current among his 
deluded Followers, That G. F. had in one Nights time 24 Languages given 
him by Divine [oſpiration ; which this proud aſpiring and ambitious Fox did 
_ all his Life either contradict, or any way diſconntenance the be- 
lief of. 

Heret. 3. That the People from the leaſt to the greateſt gave preat: heed to him. 

Quak, 3, That they alſo did ſo to this Impoltor G. F. is evident; for, tho 
his Beginning was vile and contemptible, yet in ſhort time great Multitudes 
were deluded by him, which ſhews the fatal Conſequence, of forſaking the 
Church, the Pale whereof was broken down before they ſet up; as alſo how 
far the Sins of a People may make way for'the ſpreading of Impoſture and De- 
Iuſions;z for, when Men will not receive the love of the Truth, it is but juſt 
with God to ſend them ſtrong Deluſions, that they may believe Lyes, and ſo 
be damned. Of this ſo quick and extenſive ſpreading of Error and Del: ſion, 
Mahomet is a far greater Inſtance than G. Fox; and herein Mahometiſm and 
Quakeriſm go hand in hand. But to ſhew that the deluded Followers of G. F. 
gave az much heed to him, as the Samaritans did to Simon Mags, I ſhall offer 
you ſome Inſtances of that great regard they had for him. They look'd upon 
this Deceiver as their great, Oracle, and call'd him a ſecond AMofes, their great 
Prophet and Apoſtle For, this was objefted againſt him by William Rogers, in 
his Chriſt:an Quaker diſting. Part. x, p. g. And Fox in his Anſwer thereto doth 
not deny it, but rather implicitiy confeſs it. But at other times he is more 
expreſs, aſſuming to himſelf Divine Attributes, as in a Book of his, entitul'd, 
News coming up'out of the North, &c. p. 1. Written, faith he, from the mouth of 
Lord, from one who is naked, and ſtands naked before the 'Lord ; cloathed 
with Righteouſneſs, whoſe Name is not known in the World, riſen up out of the 
North, which was propheſied of, but now it is fulfilled, &c, G, F. 

And in another Book of his, entitut'd,” The Teachers of the World unvaild, 
&c. thus he writeth, p. 26. I am the Light, him' by whom the World was 
made ; and doth enlighten every man that. comes into the World, &c. -which 
whole Paragraph he ſubſcribeth thus, whoſe Name of the World is/call'd ©. F.

Words; Thou, O North of England! who art counted as deſolate_and barren, 
and reckoned the leaſt of the Nations ; yet out of thee, did the Branch ſpring, 
and Starariſe, which gives Lightto all the Regions roundabout; in thee the Son 
of Righteouſneſs appeared with wounding and with healing, &c. And one John 
Blackjing, ſee Chriſtian Quaker ditinguiſs'd &c. part. 5. Þ. 77. thus certifieth, 
That G-F.-is bleſſed with Honour above many Brethren; and that Thouſands 
will ſtand by him-in an heavenly Record : That his Life reigns and is Spot- 
leſs, innocent, and ſtill retains his Integrity, whoſe eternal Honour, and bleſſed 
Renown-ſhall remain, .yea, his Preſence, and the dropping of his tender Words 
in the Lord's loye, was my Soul's Nouriſhment. os 
And, the Quaker's Challenge, by Sok Eccles, p. 6. it is ſaid, that G. Fox was 
a Prophet indeed. 'It was ſaid of Chriſt, He was in the World, and the World was 
made by him, aud the World knew him not, So it may be ſaid of this true Prophet, 
whom John ſaid he was not, &c,

can properly, or in any tolerable Suppoſition be ſo term'd. . 

And Foſs.h Coale, an eminent Preacher, among, them. p..63. of his Works, 
faith, The Infallbleneſs of the true Church, of 'whic? Chriſt 3s the Supream Head and 
Governour, I do not go about to deny; But that the Church of Rome « Infallible, that 
I do deny, &c. By which it is plain, That the Quakers and Papiſts do not 
.differ.about the DoCtrine of Infallibility,: and the Power of their. Sentences, but 
.only, which of them is the True Church. And the ſame Jeſiab Coale, p. 93. of 
his Works, faith, All Judgment being committed to the Light, that lighteth every 
_ the Light that is in every man, muſt of neceſſity be the Judge of all Contro- 
werfics. | 

And. Fox, being told by his Opponent, That the Holieſt Man that is, is not 
able to give an infallible Charatter of another Man; He thus anſwers : Haſt not 

' thou inthjs diſcovered thy ſelf to be no Miniſter of Chriſt, ar of the Spirit, who cannot 
give an Infallible Charatter of another Man. How canſt thou Miniſter to his Condj- 
tion ? Great Myſt. p. 107. And p. 96. Thou not being Infallible, thou art not in 
the Spirit, and ſo art not a Minifter of Chriſt, and art not able to judge of Powers 
that us not Infallible, nor Magiſtrates, nor Kingdoms, nor Chuxches. And the ſame 
G. Fox's Great Myſt. p. 33. puts the Queſtion, not for Information, but by way 
of Negation z Are they Minifters of Chriſt that are Fallible ? 

And Edw. Burrough, p. $62. of his Works, ſaith, Such (i.e, Hereticks). are in- 

fallibly known and aiſcern'd, by the Spirit of God, in the true Church of Chriſt, and by 
every Member of the ſame. |

is-no-morenor lefs than a-necefſary Conſequence of their Dotrine for, if they 
be the-only "Trae Church,” the only Eleft People of God, and the only Church 
ofthe Firſt-born, and fo Infallible, then all others, muſt be of the falſe Church, 
Reprobates, Ce. becauſe they are ſo pronounced by them, who are Infallible, 
and therefore cannot err. As for the Prophets and Apoltles, they eaſily run 
them down; For, being ask'd, Whether they did efteem their own Speakings to be of 
as great Authority as any Chapter in the Bible ? It was anſwered by G, W., and G, Fox 
Junior, in Truth defending the Quakers, printed 1659, P. 7. That which & ſpoken 
from the Spirit of Truth in any, tis of as great Authority as the Scriptures and 
Chapters are, and greater. 

As for the Prophets, it was a common Saying among them, Thar they_were 
wor come to the Son, 1.e. to Chriſt. And they prove themſelves greater than A- 
braham, becauſe Abraham was before -Fohn, and the leaſt in the Kingdom, i.e, the 
leaſt of the Duakers, was greater than John. And conſequently greater than all 
before John, i.e. than .4vraham or any of the Prophets. And as for the Apo- 
ſtles, they accounted them as dark, and blind, and 1gnorant in reſpeft of them 
and their new Light. 

- And as for the Antient and Holy Fathers of the Church, they run them down 
by whole Sale; They are very angry if any one compare their Books with thoſe 
of the Greck, and Latin Fathers, Suppoſing, ſaith Tho. Ellwood, Friend's Books to 
have been written by no better guidance, nor clearer Sight than theirs who liv'd, and 
wr0:1ght in thoſe dark, times. A further Diſcovery, &c. p. 99. And p. 178, 179. 
he particularly names, Ambroſe, Auguſtin, Hierom, Chryſoſtom, Athanaſins, Cy= 
prian, and others of the Antient and moſt Glorious Lights of the Primitive 
Church; and tramples them all under foot, as not fit to be brought in Compe- 
tition with the Quaker Writers. 

' ., And as for the Church in all Ages ſince, and at preſent, they damn them all 
together to Hell, G, Fox in higGr. Mylt. p. 89. ſaith, 7hat the Quakers have a 
Spirit given them, beyond all the Fore-Fathers ſince the Days of the Apoſtles in the Apo- 
ftacy. And p. 217. he ſaith, That ſince the Days!of the Apoſtles, all the World did 
run after them, who did. inwardly raven in Shceps Cloathing. And now, ſays he, 
are people but coming from them to the Rock, And p. 219. he faith, That the whole 
World was ſtanding againſt the. Light, and againſt the Saints and the Lamb. And 
P. 226. he faith, Since the Days of the Apoſtles, all that dwelt upon the Earth, 
went after' them;, the Falſe Prophets and the Beaſt. And P. 175. Since the Apo- 
ftles deceaſe, the Faith hath been departed from, the Unity among all Chriſtians 
hath been loft, in all Chriſtendom ; From that ye have Ravened, You and the 
Papiſt:,, and all Sets upon; the Earth. This Book alone, of their ſecond Moſes 
and Great Apoſtle, would ſupply a4large Volume with Inſtances of thiskind;z 
but. theſe already produced, 1 think, may ſuffice to make good the parallel 
in This particular.

And in this, as well as in other things, the Quakers will not come be- 
bind, but keep pace with Rowe 3 Doth the Church of Rome Claim to be the Mo- 
ther and Miſtreſs of all other Churches? Then other Churches may be the Daugh- 
ters and Hand- Maids of that Church. But here the Quakers ont-ſtrip the - 
Romaniſts, for, they Claim to be the onely True Church, and if ſo, then muſt 
not others expe from them that Honour which the RomaniFts allow. They 
muſt be contented to he in the number of Falle and Apoſtate Churches. The 
Quakers account themſelves to be the onely Elect People of God. And if ſo, 
then all the reſt of the World be Reprobates, They tet] us, they have Cho- 
ſen the Son of God to be their King, and he hath Choſen them to be His 
People, and that it is His onely Right to rule in Nations, and their Heirſhip to 
polleſs the uttermoſt Parts of the Earth, &c. Burrough's Declaration, ©c. But 
who is this Son of God, whom they have choſen to. be their King, ? Is it Jeſus 
of Nazareth, the Son of Mary? No, [s it He who now fitteth at the Right 
Hand of God in Heaven, making Irterceſſion for us? No, that imagined 
God beyond the Stars, and that Carnal Chriſt, which Chriſtians talk of, in whom - 
they believe, and whoſe coming at the laſt Day in a true Humane Body to Judge 
the World, they expe&; this God and this Chriſt, they vitterly deny. Who 
then is it that they have choſen to be their King ? It is their Light within, which 
they call God and Chriſt, and is in every one of them. So that every Quaker is 
his own God, and his own King; and not only ſo, but he is a God and King to 


| all others; for Chriſt in him hath the only Right to rule in Nations, and his 


Heirſhip is to poſſeſs the uttermoſt Parts of the Earth. And is not this a Stretch 
far beyond that of Rome ? Doth the Church of Rowe greatly magnify the Pope, 
calling him Biſhop of Biſhops, Chrilt's Vicar, Peter's Succeſſor, and Head of the 
Univerſal Church z So do the Luakers magnify G. Fox, calling him their ſecond 
Moſes, and Great Apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, whom the Lord had ordained to be 
in the place among. the Children of Light, in this our Day, as 24oſes was a- 
mong the Children of //7ae! in his day, &e, See the Buakers Princiles, &c: p. 
I4, 15. Nor are they fatisfied with this, but beſtow upon him divine Attributes, 
and give him divine Honours, as hath been ſhewn, And have they not in this 
not only equall'd, but out-done Rome ? ; 

But the Church of Rowe expetts the Obſervance of, and expetts a blind ObeZ 
dience from all Chriſtians, to all their Laws'and Orders, whether they be con- | 
vinc'd of the Reaſonableneſs of it or no. And do not the Quakers do the 
lame? 'Tis true, that at the firſt, their Chief, and indeed only Principle they 
went upon was to direCt Men to their Light within, and bid them mind that, as 
a ſufficient Guide to dire them in all their Concerns. Witneſs G. Fox, their 
great Apoſtle axd firſt Founder, in his Several Papers given forth for the ſpreading 
ef Truth, &c, p. 5. And Richard Hubberthory,. P- 288, of his Works, where he

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gives ſeven Reaſons againſt Impoſition upon Conſcience. And Francis Howgil, ano+ 
ther of their Primitive Worthies, -614, 616, 617. &c. of his Works. And the 
preſent WU. Penn, in his Addreſs tq+Prot, p. 149, 150, &c. This was their An» 
;Lient Teitimony and only Principle they went upon, at firſt; But now they are 
ravened from it, ( to uſe their own Word )) and account it a looſe Plea, They 
-have now erected a Tribunal, ſet up a Church Authority, to which they requirs 
Obedience, whether their Members be convinced or no. *T# true, faith Johrs 
Pennyman, in a Book of his, entituled, Some of the Quakers Principles, &c. p. 14, 
15. Friends in the beginning were turned to the Light in their own Conſciences, as their 
proper Guide , but when it pleaſed the Lord to gather ſo great a Number into the 
Knowledge and Belief of the Truth, as were in few Tears gathered, then the Heaven 
ly Motwon came upon G. Fox as the Lord's Anointed, as being the Great Apoſile of Jeſw 
Chriſt, and as One whom the Lord had ordained to be in the Place among the Children 
; Light in this our day, as Moſes was among the Children of Iſrael in his day, to 
e&t forth the Methods and Forms of Church-Government, and to eſtabliſh Monthly 
and Quarterly Meetings of Men, and of Women diſtinft from Men; and theſe Meet- 
 #ngs are ſince call'd the Church, whoſe Counſecl,- Advice, and Judgment (as Occaſion 
' ſhall offer) us ro be ſubmitted to by every one, who profeſſeth bimſelf a Member of the Church, 
For, ſaith G. Whitebead, We are to believe as the True Church believes, &c. Chriſtian 
Quaker Part. 1.P. 9. Ann 1680. Well z Now they are got upon the Throne, fix'd 
in their Eccleſiaſtical Government z Let us ſee how they behave themſelves in it. 
Do they leave every one to the guidance and direCion of their Light within ? 
Do they impoſe nothing upon their Members, but what their Light within 
convinceth them is their Duty? No, have a care of that, Tho' that Plea was 
once a very good and allowable.one, yet now It is become a very lo'ſe and 
pernicious one. Mr, Perr, who in his Addreſs to Proteſtants, was ſo great an 
Eneiny to Impoſitions, and ſo great a friend to Liberty of Conſcience, hath 
now quite alter'd his Sentiments both of the one and other. For, in his Brief 
Examination, and State of Liberty Spiritual, Printed 1681. p. 3. he ſaith, Ir « 4 
dangerous Principle, and pernicious to true Religion, Nay, it ts the Root of Rante- 
riſm, to Aſſert, That nothing # a duty Incumbent upon thee, but what thou art per- 
ſuaded is thy Duty. And P. Ir. he faith, 1 affirm from the Underſtanding [ have 
, received of God, not only that the Enemy us at Work, to ſcatter the Minds of 
. Friends by that looſe Plea; What haſt thou to do with me, leave me to my Freedom, 
and to the Grace of God in my ſelf. Which Propoſition, faith he, as now wnderftood 
ard alledged, is a Deviation from, and a Perverſron of the Antient Principle of Trath, 
&c. And p. 12. he adds. Some wnder pretence of crying down Man, Forms and 
Preſcriptions, are crying down the heavenly Man Chriſt Jeſus, his Bleſſed Order ana 
Government, which he hath brought forth by his own Revelation and Power, through 
his Faithful Witneſſes, Which Revelation p. 13. was concerning Men and Wo- 
mens Mectings. Wherefore 1 warn all, that they have a care, how they give way 
to the Out-cry of ſome falſely entituled Liberty of Conſcience, againſt Impoſitions, 
&c. Nor is it the leaſt Evil this Spirit of ſtrife # guilty of, that uſeth the noid:, 
Liberty of Conſcience, and Impoſirions, againſt the Brethren, in the ſame manner 
 & our ſuffering Friends bave been accuſtomed to intend them againſt the perſecating 
Prieſt and Powers of the Earth. But what if theſe dilſenting Brethren 
1g all. other Circumſtances appear to be Honeſt, Good, Religious, and Con-

Addr. to Prot. p. 245 Well, but though they are as much againſt Liberty of 
Conſcience as others, yet Mr. Penn in his State of Liberty Spiritaal, '&c, p.14+ 
makes a great difference between them and others. For, ſaith he, We'do not as 0- 

thers do, compel Conformiry by worldly violence #pon the Perſons and Eſtates of Con- 
ſcientiow Diſſenters. Ged bethanked they have not, nor ever had, and we hope 
never will have the power to do it here. But where they bave had the Powe 
cr, as in Pen/ylvania, they have given us a Demonſtration that: it-is not want. 

of Will, but want of Power that hath reſtraincd them here. For, there they 
nat only cenſured G. Kei:h and others, but proſecuted them with worldly vio-" 
lence, ſeizing their Goods, and impriſoning their Perſons, And were going 
on in their proceſs againlt G. Keith, for that which by their Law would have 
coſt him his Life, if they had not been providentially prevented, ' by -a Change 
of their Governour. But do they make uſe of no worldly violence here? 

Yes, they have one project that ſtands them in more ſtead to keep their Mem- 

bers in Awe, than all that the Church of England, or any other Church in 

the World hath ; For, _ generally a Trading People, and keeping their 
Trade among themſelves ; . it any diſſent from them, he certainly loſeth his

Author, p. 244. joyneth the cruel Injuſtice and Tyranny in Civil Go» 
yerninent, and the Abominable Superſtition and Idolatry in Church-Government 
both together, and ſaith, Becauſe. of this, the Lord God of Heaven and Earth is 
mow riſen, to overturn, overturn Kings and Princes, Governments and Lans, and he 
will confound and break; down alt Tyranny and Oppreſſion, under which the Poor have 
groaned, and he will change Times, and Laws, and Governments, There ſhall be n0

This was one, and indeed the Chicf, and moſt remarkable of thoſe Miracles 
which are there ſaid to have been wrought by the Power of God, I ſhall not 
make any Remarks upon it, but having f.t it down .at large, leave you to 
make your own Obſervations. Onely one Note let me leave with you, That 
this is ſaid to be done 1n the year 1672, and never came to light till the year 
1694, Which 1s 22 Years after the thing is ſaid to be done. As allo that it 
is no more than an ordinary practice, and often happens, that by putting the 
Neck into its right poſture all is well again.

For, they tell us, That which #s ſpoken 
from the Spirit of Truth in any, is of as great Authority, as the Scriptures and 
Chapters are, and Greater, G.Whitchcad and W. Fenn, their Serious Apology P. 
49. And G, Fox, Gr, Myſt. p. 246. exprelly ſaith, Th? Scriprures are not the Word 
of God, But p. 225. he faith of his own Writings. To: you all, This i the Word 
of the Lord, Do the Papilts villifie and ſpeak contemprtuouſly of the Scriptures, 
the Quakers will vye with them in this too, For faith G. Fox, Your Oricinal

"There was a Man of Great Name among the Quakers, viz. Joſiah Coale, 
who being very dctirous to Promote their Antient Teſtimony, and carry on the 
War' againſt the Miniſtry, Scriptures, and all Inſtituted Religion ; but find- 
ing rot a ſuſficient ſtock of Venom and Virulency in himſelf wherewith to be- 
ſpatter the Miniſters . and Scriptures, call'd tn to his Aſſiſtance, one A. S. a 
Roman Catholick : Which 4. S. had Printed a Scandalons Libel againſt the 
Church of England, and all Proteſtants. Wherein he beſtows theſe Delicious 
Bitts upon the Proteltant Clergy ; Thcy are, ſays he, Intruders, Thieves, Robbers, 
Hypocrites, Ravening Wolves, Murtherere, Sons of Belial, Falſe Prophets, and 
Prieſts of Bail, Which are the very Complements that G. Fox and his Fol- 
lowers, beſtow upon our Miniſters in the Church of England. And by this. 
we may gueſs from whence they learned them. Bnt A. S. that ſenſeleſs and 
prophane Priclt, ſtops not here, but goes on to blaſrheme the Holy Bible, 
repreſenting thoſe Hynocritical IntrucC.cs ( as he calls the Proteſtant Clergy ) 
ſtanding in a Pulpit or Tub, with ſuch a brazen-facd Book, as is their unjuſt, cor= 
rupt, and preverſe Bible, in thiir Hand, lulling the poor 1gnorant People, ro the 
Sleep of Death, &c. All which the faid Coal, in a Book of his, Entituled, The 
Whore Unvail:d, Printed 1665. p. 48. &c. takes the pains to Tranſcribe, and 
Reprint in a-larger CharaQter, that it might-be taken the more Notice of ; 
and leſt any ſhould happen to overlook it, he mentions it in his Title Page. 
But after all theſe Pains in Tranſcribing, and Care. in Reprinting this ſcurri- 
lous, . prophane, and blaſphemons Libel, what uſe did he make of it > Did he 
not ſhow his abhorrence of it, and Vindicate both the Proteſtants and their 
Bible? No, not a Word of that, he Glories rather in this Terrible Blow, 
which his Friend 4. S. had given both to them and their Bible ; For, ſays he, 
I am not engaged in their Cauſe, therefore it doth not concern me to anſwer his 
Charge againſt them, but ſhall leave them to anſwer for themſelves. p. 40. His 
Buſineſs was to Promote their Antient Teſtimony, by which all Proteſtant 
Miniſters, are declared to be Thieves and Robbers, Hypoctites, Falſe Prophets, 
and Prieſts of Baal. And their Bible, Duſt and Death, beaſtly Ware, Ser- 
pents Meat, &c. And if fo, why ſhonld he be concerned for either of them? 

That to depreciate the Holy Scri{ tures, and ſet too high a Value upon their 
own Writings, is th: Quakers Princi;-l:, hath been ſufficiently ſhewn 3 and 
that their Praftice is, and hath always been, ever ſince they were a People, 
according to this Principle, is eafie to demonſtrate. But to make the buſineſs 
ſhort, 1 do here Challenge all, or any of the Quakers, or any Man, to make it 
appear, that ever any one Chapter of the Bible, hath been Read in their 

Publick Mectings for Worſhip, in almoſt Fifty Years Iaſt paſt ; though'their 
own Epiſtles are freq1ently Read there, and look'd upon as the Word of the 
Lord unto them, and the DiRates of the Eternal, Infallible Spirit. 

Much more might be produced, to ſh:w their denya!, both of theAuthori- 
ty and Neceflity of the Scriptures ; as alſo their invalidity to be a Rule of 
Faith and Manners. - But I think, enough hath been ſaid to Compleat the =

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© rallel, and therefore I ſhall trouble you with no more upon this Head at pree 
ſent.

2::ah, Here indeed the Papiſts and the Quakers difter, the Papiſts will 
have more Szcraments of the New Law, than ever vcre Iaſtitured by Chriſt ; 
the Quakers will bave none. at all, but Renounce even thoſe which are plain- 
ly laſtituted by Chriſt in Holy Scriptures.

1. The Supremacy of the Pope and Church of Rome. By whith they 
exale the Pope far above all Principalities and Powers, making him not only an 
Univerſal Biſhop, and his Church the Head of all other Churches but avouching, 
That he is abſolntely -above the whole Church, and aboye a General Council, 
ſo as he acknowledgeth no Judges on Earth above himſelf. Bellarm. l. 2. de Cone 
' cil. 6.17, But as if all this were 100 little, they aſcribe unto him an abſolute So 
' veraignty and uncontroulable Dominion over Emperours, Kings, and all Magiſtrates, 
by wertue whereof he hath power to Excommunicate them, or any of them, to abſolve 
all their Subjefts from their Obedience, to depoſe and dethrone them, and to confer 
their Kingdoms on others, 

Quak. Now Quakeriſm being as Rotten a 'Fabrick as Popery is, ſtands in 
need of the ſame Crutches, Props and Pillars to ſupport it, that Popery doth ; 
and as it ſtand in need of them, ſo it makes the ſame uſe of them that Pope- 

doth, as will appear by comparing them -together. WY 

1. Do the Papiſts aſcribe Supremacy to their Pope, Exalting him far above 
all-Principalities and:Powers, both in Church and State? So do the-Quakers 
to their Light Within, -exalting it far above all Princes and Prelates, or any 
Outward Authority, either in Church and State. For, to that they fay, Al 
Power in Heaven and Earth is committed. Buy they will come.yet nearer, if we 
conſider - the-uſe they make of this-their pretended Supremacy, which is this, 
" 1.

2. The Church of Kome extends Her Supremacy, not only over all other

all Temporal Magiſtrates; for, they ſay, their Pope hath the Power and Ma- 
nagement of both Swords put into his Hands. And in this the Quakers 
will not be out-done by them; for they tell us. They have choſen the Son of 
God (i.e. their Light within ) to be their King, ana he hath choſen them to be 
his People, and that t is his only Right to Rule in Nations, and their Heirſhip to poſ- 
ſefs the uttermoſt Parts of the Earth. Burrough's Declaration. And they further tell 
us; The Lord u riſen to Overturn, Overturn Kings and Princes, Governments and 
Laws, and there ſhall be no King ruling but Jeſus, nor no Government of Force, but the. 
Government of the Lamb, Edw. Burrough, p. 244. of his Works. That # the 
falſe Church, ſaith G, Fox, that doth not live upon the Heads of the Kings : For, 
all Kings and Emperours have ſprung up in the Night, ſince the days of the Apoſtles 
among the Antichriſts. They are the Spiritual Egyptians, got up ſince the days of the 
Apoſtles, &c. Several Papers, Oc. P. 8, 9, 16. Thus you fee the Papiſts and 
Quakers do perfe&tly agree in the point of Supremacy. 

Heret. 2. The next Crutch or Pillar which the Papiſts have deviſed to ſupport Po- 
pery, is, that they aſcribe to the Pope a Power of ip: pn . By. which be can diſ- 
penſe not only with the Decrees of Councils, but with the Laws of God, the Laws of 
Nature, and all Vows, Oaths, Contratts, and Promiſes among Men. For, he*can diſ- 
penſe ſupra Jus, and contra Jus, above Law, and againſt Law, ſaith Muſcovius in 
hu-Book, of the Majeſty of the Militant Church, And he gives this Reaſon for it ; 
For, ſaith be, the Pope's Tribunal, and God's, is but One ; and therefore every 
Reaſonable Creature is ſubjeCt to the Pope's Empire. 

And this their Great Apoſtle G. Fox, thinks he has as good Title to as ever 
any Pope thought he had. For, ſaith he, Friends, though I have not told it you, 
F - now declare it, I have Power to bind and to loſe whom I pleaſe. See Tyranny 

and Hypocriſie deteed, Cr. p. 45. And purſuant of this Power, G. Whitehead

ian Quakers, with Innoyation. and Uſurpation ; ſaith, Al thy Revilings and evil 
Speeches. againſt Friends in this day, do refleft as much upon the Apoſtles and Elders in 
x Primitive Church, as upon Friends, P: 44+ 

And. as he claim'd the Power, ſo he praCtiſed the Thing ; as in the Caſe of 
one of his ge aur .who was charg d with Stealing an Hour-Glaſs out of the 

Church, he thus anſwereth the Charge ;. 4 to bis raking away thy Hor-glaſs, bein 

; miqued Jo to do by the Spirit of the Lord, by the Eternal Power it Loon d? EM it 


&c. p. 77. As alſo in the Caſe of James Milntr, who profeſs d himſelf to be God and 
Chriſt, as it was prov'd againſt him by three credible Witneſſes, whom I knew, 
and who depoſed It before Judge Palefon, at the Aﬀizes held at Lancaftey, 1552, 
in my hearing; whom G. Fox was fo far trom condemning, that ho owns the 
Thing, and vindicates him, ſaying ; As for James Milner, tho! bis 2:14 did v1 
out from his Condition, and from minding that Light of God which is in him, wieby 
the World takes occaſion to ſpeak, againſt the Truth, ard many Friends ſtumble at it ; 
yet there is 4 pure Sced in bim. Saut's Errand, Oc, p. g. Thus did he undertake to 
diſpenſe with a Breach both of the Firſt and cight Commanements of the Moral 
and unchangeable Law of God. 

And as he was good at Looſing, ſo he was at Binding - for, he damns the Na- 
tional Clergy by Whole Sale to the Pit of Hell, and nor only thoſe ar preſent, 
bur All tha: have been ſince the Days of the Apoſtles till th2 Year 1650, when 
Quakeriſm firſt began to appear. Calling all Proteſtant Churches, Syragognes, 
and. their Miniſters, falſe Miniſters ; rhus deſcribing them: All that Baptize 
Children with Water ; All that preach Chriſt without, as He is in Heaven above 
at God's Right Hand ; All that preach out of the Scriptures; All that tell

Hounds, &©c. This is the Lamb-like Language with which they Careſs the Pro- 
teſtant Miniſtry, But let me give you one particular Taſte of this Binding 
Power, which they boaſt of; It is in a Paper ſent to one Mr, Camelford a Mi- 
niſter, by G. Fox and Richard Hubberthorn, and is ſaid to be Given Forth By The 
Light And Power Of God appearing in Them.

But doth this mend the Matter ?, Or rather, 
doth it not make it worſe? For, this is to make G, W, and every Qnaker 
Preacher, to Preach with Divine Authority: ; according as Chriſt did. And if ſo, 
then all their Writings and Preachments are as Good Scripture, as any he ſpoke z 
nay Better when ſpoke by them than His, when only Read. Which indeed l þ 
is -plainly and truly their Meaning. But that in which their Equiyocation 
and Mental Reſervation doth moſt appear, is their double meaning in all 
they ſay: They caa ſpeak the ſame words that we do; and yet not mean 
| one word as we do. They can with Ariz, Repeat the Creed-in the ſame 
| Words as we do, and: Subcribe to it, and yet not mean one word of ir, 
| They have a ſecret Reſerve in their Boſoms, to which they refer their 
| ſcion and . Subſcription, though outwardly they ſeem to agree with. ns 
| \therein. This is that Quaker Plainneſs, Simplicity and Sincerity, under 
{ which is Shroud:d their Great Myſtery of Iniquity. 
| Mr, Crof, in his General Hiſtory of the Quakers, p. 112. gives us the 
Form of their Confeſſion before the Houſe of: Commons ; which was as fol- 
loweth : 7: Believe with hny Heart and Confeſi nith my Mouth, the Sacred Scrgp= 
tures to be Divine, left us by Men Inſpired by God, as an Exatt Rule of our 
Faith and Behaviour : And I Profeſs to Believe in One only God who 1s . the Father, 
and in Teſus Chriſt His Eternal Son, Very God, and Very Man; And in the 
Holy Spirit. One and the +Same God with the Father and Son, . Bleſſed for Evere 
more, &C. , x | 

If this Confeſſion was Sincere, if they meant what they ſay, .it would ſoon 
Put an end to thoſe Diſputes and Diſterences that.\are between them: and 
us. But if it be Sincere, they are quite gone off from their. Antient Telti- 
monys 
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mony, Which they tell us they are not ? For, -in ſeveral of their Books they - 


ſay, that-they are not Changed in any Point of DoCftrine: And that they 
will ſtand by the Teſtimonies of their Antient Friends, as being All given 
forth by the Immediate DiCtates of the Holy Ghoſt. And by the Decretal 
Epiſtles of their yearly Meeting in London ( which is their Supream Antho- 
rity ) Amo. 1695, They are Enjoined afreſh to hold up the Holy Teſtimony 
of Truth, Which, ſay they, hath made ns a People to God, and Preſerved us ſo unto 
this Day ; and that in all the Parts of it, For, Truth is One, and Changes not : 
Hfnd what it Convinced ns of to beVile in the Beginning, it Reproves ſtill. 

If therefore this Confeſſion of theirs, do not agree with their Antient 
Teſtimony, there will be great Reaſon to Suſpect the Sincerity thereof. And that 
it doth not, I ſhall now demonſtrate, by Comparing the ſeveral Articles there- 
of, with the DoCtrine taught by their Antient Friends. And, 

1 Concerning the Holy Scriptures. In this Confeſſion they pretend to be- 
leive with the heart, and confeſs with the Mouth that they are Divine. Burt 
was this the primitive DoCtrine of their Antient Friends? Why then did 
their Great Apoſtle G. Fox ſay, The Scriptures are not the Word of God? Gr. 
Myſt. p. 245. Why did he cail them Letter, Carnal, Duſt, and Death? News 
out of the North, &c. Printed 1655. p. 14. Why did he and Rich. Muberthorn 
ſay, Ie was dangerous. to read them? Truth's Defence, &c, Printed x653. p. 
101. Why do they ſay, You may as well condemn the Scriptures to the Fire, as our 
Papers and Queries, which are = forth from the Immediate Eternal Spirit of God ? 
p.2. Why did Eaw. Bur, their great Prophet fay, That « no Command of God 
to me, what he commands another ? p. 47. of his Works. Or why did W. Pexn 
aſſert, and ſzy, No command. in Scripture u any farther obliging upon any Man, 
than as be finds a Convittion upon his Conſcience , otherwiſe Men ſhould be ingaged 
without, if not againſt Conviction; a thing nnreaſonable in a Man. Quakeriſin 
a New Nick-Name, Cc. p, 71, 72. Now if the Quakers do at this day keep 
up their Antient Teſtimony, and that in all the parts of it, as they are obliged 
to do by their,yearly Meeting, how can they be ſincere in this Confeſſion, which is 
ſo point-blanck contrary thereunto? 1 do not ſee how they can pretend: to 
be ſincere in this Confeſſion, whilſt they own their Antient Friend's Books in 
which the contrary DoCtrine is laid down. Well! But though we cannot, G. 
Whitehead can help them at this dead lift ; For he will tell you, We may ſee cauſe 0- 
therwiſe to word the matter, and yet our Intentions be the ſame Counterfeit Con- 
yert. &c. p. 72. But to proceed in their Confeſſion they tell- us, That they 
beleive the ſacred Scriptures were left them- by Men inſpired of God, as an Ex- 
att Rule of their Faith and Behaviour. But did they always believe ſo* ls 
this according to their Antient Teſtimony ?* F trow not: For, I find James 
Parnel, int his Shield of the Trath, &c. Printed 1655.'p. 11- 
of his Writings. It 1s, p. 71. Taying, He that eh, The Letter 5s the Rule 
and Guide of the People of God, 3 without feeding = the- Huk,, and is ignorant 
of the True Light, &c.

(wh:;c\ their Opinion neceſſitates them to Coufeſt). then unleſs the Father, Son, and Spirit

Myſt. p. 142, 293- Andif fo, 
then inſtead of a Trinity, there muſt be be but One Perſon in the Godhead, 
. and conſequently it muſt be God the Father, who was Incarnate, and ſuffered 
and ſd they fall in with thoſe Old condemned Hereticks, called Patriſpaſe 
ſians. But they pretend to beleive #2 Jeſus Chriſt the Eternal Son of God, 
very God, and very Man; And how well this agreeth with their Antient Teſti- 
mony, let W. Penn and Chr. Atkinſon inform you, the former ſaying, That the 
Outward Perſon which ſuffered, was properly the Son of God, we utterly deny. Seri= 
ous Apology. p. 146. And the other blaſphemoully ſaith, Your [magived God 
beyond the Stars, and your Carnal Chriſt, is utterly deny'd, and teſtify'd againſt by 
the Light. To ſay this Chriſt is God and Man. in one Perſon, it is a.Lye. Sword of 
the Lord drawn: p. 5. And where is their Sincerity .in pretending ta; belcive 
him to be very God, and very Man? . And as for the Holy Ghoſt, whom, they 
th p to belcive to be One and the. [ame God with the. Father , and the Son, 
leſſed for evermore. If Jeſus be not God, as it is their DoQring, : then the. Ho. 
ty Gon, who was promiſed by, and praceedeth from Joſt, mult, be. no. more 
than the Creature of a Creature. And now what. becomes. of all this. gl 
Confeſſion of theirs? Doth it not dwindle into Ariani/m aud Adacedogia

true and pure Principles of the Goſpel, are reſtored by their Teſtimony, ſo the antient A- 
 poſtolical Order in the Church of Chriſt is Re-eftabliſh'd among them, and ſettled upon 
its right Baſis and Foundation, faith Robert Barkly, in bis Anarchy of the Ranters, p.1. 

And Solomon Eccles thcir lying Prophet, confirms all this ; Come, ſays he, Epiſ- 
copalians, Preſbyterians, Independents, Baptiſts, and Papiits, the Quakers deny yoru 
py for, the Bakr: arc in the Truth, and none but they. Quaker's Challenge. p. 3. 

As for the Forgiveneſ of Sins, that is no part of theic Belief, for they pre-

many more, but theſe I think, may ſuffice to ſhow how near a Kin they 


are. And that it is not without great probability that Popiſh Emiſſaries 
are ſuſpeed to have been the firſt ſetters up and promoters of Quakeriſm in 
England, For, that ſeveral Jeſuits were fent over hither by the Pope and the 
College de propaganda' fide, to foment all the Differences, Diviſions and Diſtur- 
bances, which have riſen amongſt vs both in Church and State, is evident from 
two Books which I have now before me, the one entituled Mutatus Polemo, Printed 
1650, and the other, ' Foxes and Firebrands. Edit, 24, Printed at London 1682. 
The former ſhewing the Horrible Stratagems of the Jeſuits praftiſed in Eng- 
land, during the Civil Wars, And the latter diſcovering the Danger from 
the Harmony of Popery and Separation, But beſides theſe, it is well known 
that ſome Popiſh Emiſlaries have been found Preachers among the Quakers ; 
And at this day there are ſome Eminent Preachers among them, who have been 
educated in Popiſh Seminaries abroad, and ſome who have been profeſſed Pa- 
Piſts before they turned Quakers z and for any thing thing that appears to the 
crontrary may be ſo ſtill. As for Inſtance, Robert Barkly, a Man of no ſmall. 
Note among the Quakers, was in his younger years bred up in the Scorch Con- 
vent at Pars, And Jobn Vaughton, a great Preacher among the Quakers 
in Zondon, and William Southby a Preacher among them in Pen/ylvania, were both 
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Ronin Catholicks. And there is great ſuſpicion that ſome of great Name amo 
then are {6' at this day, 1 do not frame theſe from thehce ;4 form Ay 
ctuſive Argument, bit only to ſhow the probability of the Suſpicion that Rome 
had "an hand "in forming this Set among us: And that it was not withoit 
great Reaſon, that a Worthy Divine of the Charch of England in a Book of 
his, enituled, The Good Old Way, ©«. p. 121, 122. faid thus of them, Of all 
the Scits that are' amons we, edly the Buckers have been, and are, moſt emi- 
menly ſerviceable to our Common Adverſary ;, for, their principles are ſuch as comd 
n0t come out of any other Mine but the Se ſuing And truly n0 Opinions can more re= 
ſemble theirs,” than oy that are held by that Crafty and Perverſe Set. Do not the 
Luakers think themſelves as Infallible as the Romans think, the Pope himſelf to be? 
And do they not ſay, that one Reaſon why they divide from us tis, becauſe we confeF 
onr ſelves ro be Men ſubjeft nnto Error? Do they not lower the Magiſtrates Autho- 
rity ( 4s the Jeſuits do ) and by all Imaginable Methods endeavour to render him Con- 
remptible? Do they not villifie the Holy Scriptures ( as the Jeſuits do) and call the 
Bible a dead Letter? Do they not cry up the Light, the Light, juſt as the Jeſnies 
cry up Tradition, Tradirion?* Do they not think, themſelves to be the only People of 
God (4s the Jeſuits think their Faftion to be) and count all others who are not of 
their Communion Reprobates and damned Perſon:? Do they not take it for gramied 
that they are perfett, and cannot ſm? Why, do but turn the Tables, and behold tt 
i Feſuitiſm upon which they build the Doftrine of Meritorious good Works ;, for 
where there is not perfettion, there can be no Merit, But the moſt lucky and ad- 
vantageous Principle that ever was infus'd ints them, us this, that they muſt not by 
any means ſwear, tho' call d unto it by due Amthority : The Jeſuit was no fool when 
he taught them this, for, hereby be "49g out of Harms way, and ſbelters himſelf 
from a neceſſity of taking any Oaths of Supremacy or Allegiance ; this Principle 
therefore they do, arranily guard, and make many Propoſals, that they may be allowed 
this, and as long as it is allowed, it nill be impoſſible to hunt our Enemies ont of the 
Herd, or to diſtinguiſh indeed between a Quaker and a Jeſuit. By this any unpre= 
judiced Man may = that this ſullen and dogged Seft is the Feſuit's natural and wn- 
doubted Iſſue ;, though like other Baſtards they are aſhamed to own their Father, &c. 
Nor had that other Reverend Perſon leſs Reaſon to ſay as he did in A Die 
courſe concerning the Idolatry of the Church of Rome, p. 282. Every one who com- 
pares them (Ii. e. Jeſuits and Quakers) would imagine the Life of tgnatius had been 
their great Exemplar : I know not whether any of that Innocent and Religious Order 
of Jeſuits had any hand in forming this new Society (i, &. Quakers) among us, 4s 
hath been frequently ſuggeſted; but if one may gueſs the Father by the Child's likg- 
xe, Ignatius Loyola the Founder of the Jeſuits, was at leaſt the Grandfather of the 
Quakers, &C. | | | |
